“ W e had no trouble whatever 
with the prisoners,’ " said Sheriff 
Williams to a D e m o c i i a t reporter 
last 
night. 
“ VVest 
and 
‘S tu b ’ 
bore up remarkably well, but it 
was plainly evident that they real­ 
ized the position in 
which they 
‘ 
had placed themselves. 
“1 
had 
a talk 
with Warden 
Sta rke, who is an old friend of 
mine, and from what he said 1 feel 
confident 
W est 
will 
be put 
to 
work running a stationary engine, 
for which employment he is fully 
qualified. 
“ As to Stubblefield, 1 told the 
warden that he could trust him im­ 
plicitly. 
I also informed him that 
‘S tu b ’s’ arm was not strong, and 
that he ought to be given some 
light employment at first. 
In fact, 
I assured Sta rke that if he was 
short on trusties ‘S tu b ’ would fill 
the bill, and that no fear whatever 
need be entertained that he would 
attempt to escape. 
“ In regard to A bbott I was not 
so complimentary, and dismissed 
him by saying that if he went a 
week without 
being whipped . I 
would be surprised.” 
The Jefferson City Tribune of 
last evening got badly mixed in 
chronicling the arrival of the trio 
of convicts, as will be seen by the 
following 
clipped 
from 
its 
col­ 
umns : 
A t noon today three convicts of 
more than ordinary note came in 
from Sedalia in custody of Sheriff 
Williams. 
They were James L. 
W est, Eli J . Stubblefield and Ed. 
Adams, the 
three 
railroad 
men 
who something over six months ago 
held up and attempted to 
rob 
a 
Missouri Pacific express train- near 
Sedalia. 
The story of how Adams, 
for some reason, gave the scheme 
away, how the train^ was heavily 
^ guarded the night the robbery was 
*^10 take place, and how 
Stubble­ 
field was struck by a volley fired 
from the train and his arm broken 
is a familiar story to every one. 
W hen Stubblefield was pursued 
and captured by the officers, there 
was great surprise in Sedalia. There 
were many who would have refus­ 
ed to believe him guilty had not 
the mangled arm been mute evi­ 
dence against him. 
W est 
ha d' been prominent 
in 
church circles and was at one time 
Sunday 
school ' superintendent 
Subsequent events proved that he 
had an alter ego, and had been an 
habitue of gambling 
rooms 
and 
other places of questionable repute. 
He was an inveterate crap shooter, 
and had indulged the Mr. Hyde 
side of his nature long enough for 
it to result in his undoing. 
Adams, the other member of the 
,^Ario, was also formerly a railroad 
/m a n , and, it 
seems, 
planned the 
' robbery 
and induced 
W est 
and 
Stubblefield to join him. 
He a ft­ 
erwards, as stated, 
apprised the 
railroad officers of the contemplated 


hold-up. 
He had a life insurance 
policy on the life of one of the 
men, and many thought his object 
was to lead them into a death-trap 
tliat he might secure the insurance 
money. 
The trial at vSedalia resulted in 
conviction of West and Stubble­ 
field and a sentence of ten years’ 
imprisonment. 
The progress of it 
was marked by many exciting in­ 
stances. 
x\dams was given five years, but 
public 
sentiment 
was 
severely 
against him, as he was generally 
regarded as the man rebponsihle 
for the attempted train robbery. 
He is a low-browed individual and 
is extremely unprepossessing. 
W est and Stubblefield are rather 
good 
looking 
men 
and 
no one 
would 
take them 
for 
would-be 
train robbers.

THE TRIAL POSTPONED. 


His Pe culia r Tra usa ctious At Cuba , 
Mo., Ke ve a le d By Infonua - 
tion from The re . 


J . W . Hamilton, who failed in 
his effort to organize 
a 
novelty 
company here last fail, 
but 
who 
left several creditors to mourn his 
departure, was thus referred to in 
last evening’s St. Louis Post-Dis­ 
patch : 
The 
preliminary hearing of J . 
W . 
Hamilton and W . J . Blake, 
charged with using the mails 
in 
furtherance of a scheme to defraud, 
was continued by United 
States 
Commissioner Gray Thursday until 
July 7. 
Evidence against the de- 
fendai.ts is accumulating, and the 
postoifice officials say the case 
is 
more serious than was at first sup­ 
posed. 
Present at the hearing Thursday 
morning 
was 
Bla ke’s 
wife 
and 
three little children. 
Ha milton’s 
young son was also there, and he 
cried aloud as his father was 
led 
away by a deputy marshal. 
“ I don’t think I can get bond,” 
said Hamilcon, “ as I am a stranger 
in thecitv. 
Those who befriend­ 
ed me have gone 
back 
on 
me. 
However, I have done nothing to 
be ashamed of. 
The 
business I 
conducted with Air, 
Blake 
was 
strictly legitimate. 
“ The concern was called the V ic­ 
tor Novelty Co,, and we operated 
in various cities throughout Mis­ 
souri. 
W e dealt in all sorts of ar­ 
ticles, and had fairly good patron­ 
age in patent medicines and furni­ 
ture. Only this morning I received 
in the mail an order from a mer­ 
chant in Springfield, O., calling 
for $ 6 ,0 0 0 worth of goods.” 
Hamilton is about 45 years old, 
and lives at 1208 Washington ave­ 
nue. 
The headquarters of the Victor 
Novelty Co. were at 825 Chestnut 
street. 
Three 
or 
four stenogra­ 
phers and two clerks were em­ 
ployed. 
The government claims the com­ 
pany has no merchandise to sell, 
that it was incorporated for $75,- 
0 0 0 purely with a view to dispos­ 
ing of that amount of stock to gul­ 
lible purchasers. 
Hamilton 
said 
he had been in St. Louis about six 
weeks. 
Information has reached the fed­ 
eral authorities that prior to his 
coming here Hamilton was engag­ 
ed in peculiar transactions at Cu­ 
ba, AIo. 
He made different prop­ 
ositions to merchants of that city, 
one of which read as follows : 
“ I have made a trade with some 
St. Louis parties for from $10,000 
to $ 15,000 wortli of real estate. 
I 
am to pay them in stock in the 
four companies, namely, the Victor 
Novelty Co., the Cuba Novelty 
Co., the Carrollton Novelty Co. 
and the Pancost Novelty Co. 
“ In order to complete the above 
trade I must incorporate the Cuba 
Novelty Co., in which brother and 
1 have got $31,000 cash. 
You can 
see by what we have done in other 
town’s that we have a first-class 
business. 
Now, if you will work 
for and talk for the Cuba Novelty 
Co., and be its president for one 
year, I will give you one-fourth of 
what I make and guarantee that 
vour share will not be less than 
one-fourth of $1,000 ca sh; $600 
will be counted as salary and $400 
as commission. 
“ Now 
if you 
think your in- 
ffuence is worth more than one- 
fourth I want you to say so and 
then I will put up $1,000 of stock 
in each company, making $4,000 
in all, and while you are awaiting | 
to get the above stock I would | 
turn over to you $12,000 of stocky 
in the Cuba Novelty 
Co. 
Tha t 
would control the 
four 
states 
which 
you 
could not 
buy 
for 
$8,000 cash and you would hold 
that as collateral security. 
“ T h is contract will be made at 
once, if we have good success. 
In 
placing the other three states, if 
the profits

is a morphine fiend 
and craves for the drug continually. 
In need of casa recently he pawned 
his hypodermic syringe and is now 
obliged to take the morphine in­ 
ternally.

A n attem pt was made to wreck 
Cincinnati 
Southern

passenger train No. 4 in the out­ 
skirts of Chattanooga, Tenn. , last 
night.

is due, perhaps, to the strong elec­ 
tric headlight. 
The train was m oving out of the 
city at a high speed, when the en­

ahead.

emergency brakes, the sudden jolt 
throwing a number of people from 
their berths and seats. On account 
of the speed it was impossible to 
stop the train before the obstruc­ 
tion 
was reached. 
The 
locomo­ 
tive passed over the rock, but the 
mail car struck it and was dam­ 
aged. 
The train 
was stopped before 
the coaches left the track. 
Supt. 
Griggs, 
who 
was 
aboard, 
tele­ 
graphed Chattanooga to hold all 
trains until the track could be in­ 
vestigated. 
The bowlder had been 
placed by some miscreant who evi­ 
dently wished to wreck the pas­ 
senger train, as a freight train had 
passed over the spot only a few 
minutes before. 
Detectives are at 
w ork on the matter. 
It is thought 
that some person having a grudge 
against the road placed the obstruc­ 
tion on the track. 
A n official said last n ig h t : ‘ *The 
train was well filled with passen­ 
gers for Cincinnati, Louisville and 
Chicago, 
and 
had the engineer 
failed to observe the bowlder it 
would have been wrecked, with a

Odd Guns Invented to Dispel Fogs at 
Sea. 


S team ships will soon he c<|iiipped 
witli eight-inch fog-disp(‘lling guns, 
if a pa te nt recently issued to H ora tio 
Liigriii, of Worcester, .Mass., should 
prove practical. 
Tlu* inventor declares t h a t he lias 
discovered a sure nu*tliod of rendeig 
ing navigation perfectly safe eveii in 
th e densest fogs. 
H e believes th at a 
ship, if e(|uipped wiili liis inv(*niiom 
would 1)0 able to steam at full speed 
tlirongli the tliiekest 
of tlie 
New- 
found land fog lianks with 
110 more 
da ng e r from icebergs 
or of 
oth er 
sliips t h a n if the vessel w(*re in dry 
dock. 
Wlu*n })laecd in }K)^ition (*ii the 
deck of a sliip, at th e liows, the Ln- 
g r in fog dispeller looks very iiincli 
like a four or eight-ineh gun, 
ac­ 
c ording to th e size w liieli the individ­ 
ual ship owner jirefers to lue. 
T h e 
gun consists of a tub e 15 lect l o ng a nd 
from four to ciglit inches in diameter. 
Tliii^ is m o unt e d on a sta nd wdiicli 
permits ii to be pointed in any direc­ 
tion. 
Dn th e deck below' is a pow’erfiil 
fan, or circular blower, from which 
a pipe runs to th e fog dispeller.

fan is operated eillier by a belt f rom a 
steam engine or l)y a dynamo.

returned to Wichita to secure w it­ 
nesses for a more complete identi­ 
fication of Jester, who is to be 
brought here as soon as the habeas 
corpus hearing is finished at Te- 
cumseh. 
One of the witnesses who will 
be called to see Jester is John Mott, 
who liv es near Valley Center,Kas., 
on a claim which Jester jumped 
in 18 7 0. 
In the trial M ott beat 
Jester and got the land. 
Jester, it 
is said, afterward tried to get Mott 
out on a hunt to put him out of the 
wav . 
w 
While Sheriff Simmons was at 
Shawnee he got a lengthy state­ 
ment of Jester’s life from his sis­ 
ter, Mrs. 
Cornelia Street, 
who 
wrote the letter toSheriff Simmons, 
giv ing her brother away. 
In the 
statement Mrs. Street says Jester 
was totally bad from the time he 
was ten years old till he killed Gil­ 
bert Gates, at which time he was 
fifty. 
In 
18 7 0, 
according 
to 
Mrs. 
Street, while Jester and his first 
wife liv ed on a claim near Valley 
Center, a young doctor went to 
their place one night and stayed 
until after breakfast the following 
morning. 
In a few minutes after 
the doctor left, Jester stepped out 
and did not return until noon. He 
had the doctor’s horse and buggy 
and medicine case, and the doctor 
was nev er heard of again. 
This 
came out on Jester after his first 
arrest for the murder of young 
Gates, and was told to Mrs. Street 
by Jester’s first wife, who died six­ 
teen years ago. 
Jester has been 
married twice 
since, but deserted both women, 
and was to hav e been married last 
Sunday for the fourth time. 
Mrs. 
Street could not remember the 
young doctor’s name, but she said 
his medicine case sat around in the 
Jester house for years. 
W hen Jester was 16 years old, 
while the family liv ed in Indiana, 
he beat one of his sisters ov er the 
head with a club until she sank to 
the ground, and then took a knife 
and tried to cut an artery in iier 
left arm so she would bleed to 
death. 
This was near Hagers­ 
town, Ind. 
A t another time he 
had trouble with his mother, and, 
during the quarrel, he threw a big 
stone on her feet, injuring her so 
that she was a cripple for sev eral 
years. 
NIrs. Street’s statement was a 
long one, and shows Jester to be a 
man of unusually v icious character. 
A special from 
Hagerstown, 
Ind., says that Jester liv ed there in 
18 6 5. 
He went west and returned 
in the spring of 18 7 1 with young 
Gates’ team and wagon and lead­ 
ing a young buffalo which Gales 
left Kansas with and was taking 
home to domesticate. 
Mrs. Street 
says that young Gates’ trunk was 
split in fiv e pieces and buried on a 
farm near Valley Center. 
J. W . Gates, of Chicago, broth­ 
er of the murdered man, thinks 
Mrs. 
Street’s story 
is perfectly 
straight. 
He says his father dug 
up the pieces of Gates’ trunk at the 
time of Jester’s arrest and that no 
one knew of this part of the case 
except Mr. Gates and the Jester 
family.
